Applicant has elected "(i) identifying from a particular antigen of a particular infectious agent variants of a Class I MHC peptide 
epitope" Applicant has not elected a particular method step of identifying, such as for example, variants of a peptide epitope 8-11 
amino acid residues in length, each variant comprising primary anchor residues of the same HLA class I binding motif, nor has 
Applicant elected other method steps. There is no pending claim that just recites the step of identifying with regard to anchor 
residues. For example, another method step may be determining or identifying the nature of the non-anchor residues in each variant 
as per "(ii)" in the communication mailed 3/28/08. Further method steps may be a "choosing" step as per the alternatives listed in
